Avon Park, Fla., January 25.— 
(Special.)—The most important 
event in the transportation history of 
Florida since the building of the first 
railroad connecting the soutkernmost 
part of the peninsula with the north- 
ern portion of the state took place 
today on the occasion of the opening 
of the Seaboard Air Line railway’s 
new cross-state line—¥Florida Western 
& Northern railroad—connectimg the 
two coasts and both coasts with points 
. east and west. 

It remained for 8S. Davies War- 
field, president of the Seaboard Air 
Line railway, to conceive and put into 
rapid exeeution plans that now bind 
together by rails of steel the two 
Florida coasts and thence by connec- 
tions both coasts with the outer world. 
The first trains in four sections, car- 
rying nearly 500 guests from nearly 
every section of the country and of 
Florida, passed over the new line yes- 
terday. 

Brings Important Men. 

As the pioneer in bringing the east 
ana west coasts together by a. short 
line and establishing the only through 
line south of Richmond from eastern 
and western points to the east coast 
of Florida, Mr. Warfield was also the 
pioneer in bringing into Florida to- 
day and through the south the greatest 
number of important men from all 
* sections of the country, representa- 
tive of various fields of activity ever 
attempted or accomplished. 

Prominent men of finance, of in- 
dustry, of the press and of the great 
hotels of New York, Florida and of+ 
the country from 75 cities and 20 
states did honor to the man who con- 
ceived a great pioneer and public rail- 
road work which carries into effect \ 
his plans for the state of Florida. | 

Continuous, Unbroken Ovation. 

The “Orange Blossom Special,” also 
designated ‘“‘President’s Special,’ in 
honor of Mr. Warfield, president of 
the Seaboard, met a continuous, un- 
broken ovation from the time the first 
section passed from the Seaboard’s 
main line to the rails of the new line 
at Coleman. At Coleman, Center Hill, 
Auburndale, Polk City, Winter Haven, 
Florence Villa, Lake Wales, through- 
out the highlands territory—Mountain 
Lake Park, Highland park, Babson 
park—Avon park to Sebring, Bassen- 
ger, Okeechobee and surrounding ter- 
ritory to West Palm Beach, thousands 
of people from cities, fowns and sur-| 
rounding territory met the train even | 
in the early hours of the morning, 
when many of the occupants of the 
cars were asleep.

House Are Solved. 


Washington, Januiry 25.—With the 
senate in a rather unexpected tangle 
over the postal pay and rate increase 
bill, the Isle of Pines’ treaty and 
the supreme court nomination of At- 
torney, General Stone, the house iz 
beginning to slow up its work in order 
not to find time hanging on its hands, 

Having disposed of the most im- 
portant of the annual supply bills, the 
house now is giving only leisurely con- 
sideration to the others. Even so, 
leaders expect to send two more to 
the senate this week, the budgets for 
the independent offices and for the 
state, justice, commerce and labor de- 
partments. 

Thus far the senate has kept pace 
with the house on the appropriation 
bills and it finds itself in a tangle on 
other matters largely through an ef- 
fort to consider three things at once. 
The Isle of Pines was its unfinished 
business; then it gave-the postal bill 
a special order status, and finally 
got into a jam on the Stone nomina- 
tion. 

No Relief In Sight.

FEELING OF RELIEF 


Saturday’s Night Affray 
Regarded as Culmina- 
tion of. Bitter Personal 
Feud Between Pair.

Herrin, Ills., January 25.—The 
dawn of a new peace for Williamson 
county, the scene of bloody Ku Klux 
Klan and anti-klan strife for recent 
months, freely was forecast by mem- 
bers of both factions tonight after a 
revolver battle here last night in 
which S. Glenn Young, klan liquor 
raider, Deputy Sheriff Ora Thomas, 
his arch enemy, and two others were 
slain. 

Sheriff George Galligan, a bitter 
anti-klansman, was quoted as having 
said he expected «quiet to be restored, 
as he considered Young the storm 
center. A feeling of relief wag ap- 
parent among members of both fac- 
tions, who long had anticipated a 
clash between Young and Thomas. 

Culmination of Feud. 

Many were inclined to consider ‘ast 
night’s affray as the culmination of 
a personal fend. The usual tense- 
ness after Herrin riots largely was 
absent and citizens expressed hope it 
would be the last outbreak in the se- 
ries of disorders that has taken 15 
lives since last February. 

An inquest over the four bodies will 
be held Tuesday morning, according 
to present plans. A jury impanelled 
today viewed the scene of the shoot- 
ing but returned no verdict. 

Funerals This Week. 

No definite plans for funerals of 
the two leaders had been made i 
me but if was thought both would 

be buried here; Young, Tuesday or 
Wedntsdagyy and Thomas, Probably 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Young, who although grief- 
stricken, stood up well under the 
strain, returned to her husband's 
hotel headquarters tonight. She was 
accompanied by her - sister. tler 
plans are indefinite as yt, but it is 
probable she will return to Patoka, 
llls., and live for a time with er 
mother, who has taken care of her 
two-year-old child during the trou- 
bles in Williamson county. 

Young Shot Through Heart. 

Young died from a bullet wound 
through the heart, although he was 
shot also in the right breast. These 
shots, according to reports, came 
from the two revolvers handled by 
Thomas. 

When citizens entered the cigar 
shop a few minutes after an exchange 
of 40 or 50 shots, they found Young 
dead and Warner unconscious. 
Thomas slumped to the floor with 
bullet wounds in his body and died 
en route to the City hospital. 

Forbes lay dead on the sidewalk 
outside, shot through the base of the 
skull. Warner died in the hospital 
about two hours later. 

A company of militia headed hy 
Major Robert Davis arrived at 2 a. m. 
from Carbondale, and took charge of 
the situation, 

Versions of Battle Vary. 

Versions of the battle vary. It is 
known, however, that the shooting 
took place in the Canary cigar store 
and barber shop, operated in the front 
of the European hotel, a reputed ren- 
dezvous of the anti-Ku Klux Klan 
adherents. , 

Accounts agree that a shot was 
fired. a few minutes before the out- 
break, from an alley adjacent to a 


restaurant operated by Young.

Reduction in Amount of 
Debt Is Objective Sought 
by Herriot and Gréat 
Majority of People.

Paris, January 25.—France’s war 
debt to the United States is the 
problem uppermost in the mind of 
every Frenchman. It was the domi- 
nating topic of private conversation in 
the French parliament throughout the 
past week, which was devoted to a 
discussion of the government's for- 
eign policy with regard to the sup- 
pression of the French embassy to 
the vatican and the resumption ‘of 
diplomatic relations with Moscow. 

But both parliament and the coun- 
try appear to’ realize that all other 
questions are of secondary impor- 
tance when compared to the debt im- 
broglio, the settlement of which strikes 
at the very root of France’s economic 
and financial life. and Premier Her- 
riot’s speech on the subject this week 
is expected to be the most important 
declaration the present government 
has been called upon to make since 
it assumed power last June. 


‘ 


President Doumergue, will meet at 
9 o’clock tomorrow night. It is re- 
ported that Premier Herriot then will 
lay before his colleagues for their ap- 
proval an outline of his declaration on 
France's debts. 

Majority Against Repudiation. 

Excepting the 26 communists depu- 
ties, whose avowed policy is the de- 
struction of all bourgeois governments. 
close students of French parliamentary 
life assert that there are not 10 mem- 
bers of 584 deputies who favor out- 
right repudiation. of the American) 
debt. They declare. however, that 
there certainly are not 10 members 
who are prepared to acc@pt the figure 
‘of more than four billion dollars men- 
tioned recently in the United States 
as the amount due the United States 
by France, 

Premier Herriot is regarded as 
likely to experience no difficulty in 
welding the chamber into a solid whole 
behind him when he advocates that 
the amount of the debt must be con- 
siderably reduced. Practica] unanim!- 
ty also is said to have been reached 
upon the thesis of recognition, with- 
out discussion of principle, of the debt 
to an amount of more than $000,- 
000,000 million dollars advanced to 
France by the United States from 
November 11, 1918, to September, 
1919, But concerning the amount ob- 
tained from the United States during 
the active war operations, France will 
insist upon a substantial reduction. 

Spirit Is Conciliatory. 

The French government, it 1s as- 
serted, does not desire to enter debt 
negotiations in a combative spirit, but 
hopes by arguments, moral, economic 
and financial, to persuade the Unitel 
States that France should receive pref- 
erentia|] treatment over other coun- 
tries which suffered less than France 
during the war. In line with this 
purpose, great efforts have been made 
in ministerial circles to convey the 
impression that last week's speech in 
the chamber by M. Marin did. not 
represent the cabinet’s viewpoini.

_ Lizenby Often Target. 

Lizenby, who said the first shot wa’ 
fired at him, has been the target of 
bullets before. On the night of last April 
15, acting as guard at the home of 
Sam Stearns, chairman of the county 
board of supervisors, he was shot .n 
the leg. Previous to that shoot- 
ing, Stearns and Young had broken re- 
lations over Young’s methods of con- 
ducting raids, 

_ Stearns, who as head of the Wil- 
liamson county klan, had brought 
Young to the county, refused to fi- 
nance Young’s operations any longer. 

Thomas was appointed a deputy 
sheriff by Sheriff George Galligan 
five or six months ago. He was among 
those caught by Young in his liquor 
raids last winter and served a jail sen- 
tence upon his conviction in federal 
court for that offense, 

: “Stay as Long as Thomas.” 

Young recently arranged to to 
Miami, Fla., with his wife, ln 
blinded last June near Okawville, II1., 
by assassins’ bullets intended for 
Young, when he heard that Thomas 
had been appointed deputy sheriff. 

“I will stay in the county as long 
as Thomas,” Young was quoted as 
having said, 

Although reported to’ have been di- 
voreed from the state klan organiza- 
tion by an official order of Grand 
Dragon Palmer of Chicago, and with- 
drawn from the payroll of the county 
klan, which was said ‘to have made up 
a purse of $1,000 to obtain his re- 
moval from the county, Young had 
been “free lancing” lately and was 
supported by some loca] klansmen and 
personal friends. He had conducted 
various raids in the last three months, 
taking the prisoners to Benton, II, 
where they filed bond for appearance 
in federal court. 

Was Member of Klan. 

Young told an Associated Press cor- 

respondent last December 12 that he 
was then “a member of the ku klux 
klan in good standing.” He denied, 
however, that he was a klan member 
at the time of the raids a year ago. 
He also denied that he was employed 
by the klan, as had been generally re- 
ported. Young said he'd been employ- 
ed by the county board of commis- 
sioners, but this was promptly denied 
by Chairman Stearns. 
_ Young’s first appearance in Wil- 
liamson county was on the night of 
December 23, 1923, when, in a spec- 
tacular raid, he and avowed klansmen, 
all of whom claimed to be deputized 
by federal prohibition officers, cap- 
tured 75 alleged pbootleggers. Vir- 
tually all of the prisoners were con- 
vieted in federal court at Danville, 
Ill., and served sentences ranging 
from one month to one vear. 

In all, a total of 13 lives has been 
taken in the county’s klan and anti- 
klan strife. 

Constable Caesar Cagle, a_ klans- 
man, was killed last February 8 when 
the Herrin hospital was riddled with 
bullets. 

Jack Skelcher, one of the alleged 
assailants of Mr. and Mrs. Young 
near Okawville, was killed July 1 
when he resisted arrest at the Her. 
rin city limits. 

Seven men, including both adher- 
ents and opponents of the klan, were 
killed or fatally wounded August 30 
when Sheriff Galligan, Deputy 
Thomas and other anti-klansmen at- 
tempted to seize Young's bullet-rid- 
dled sedan in a garage at Herrin. On 
each occasion one or more were 
wounded in addition to those killed. 
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HERRIN MAYOR PREDICTS 
END OF TKOUBLE NOW, 

Chicago, January 25.—C. E. An- 
derson, mayor of Herrin, Ill., where 
S. Glenn Young, Klan liquor raider; 
Ora ‘Thomas, deputy sheritf and anti- 
Klan leader, and two others were 
killed in a gun fight last night, de- 
clured here tonight that the killings 
would. terminate the factional trou- 
bles which have rugeu there for 
months. 

“This will wind up the trouble in 
Williamson county,” Mayor Anderson 
said. ‘*With the leaders of both the 
KlJan and anti-Alan factions dead as 
a result of the ehooting, from now on 
there will be peace and quiet in 
Herrin.”

“What we must encourage in this 
country 1s a spirit of cooperation and 
an appreciation of all the factors en- 
tering into the development and ad- 
vancement of a great nation. Edu- 
cation of the public in fundamenta)s 
and an understanding among all class. 
es, labor and capital, will solve all 
of our economie problems. It is a 
characteristic of the American people 
—once the facts are known—to be 
fair and to respect the rights of a 
person and property of another. 

“The people of Florida have reason 
to be happy and optimistic. Theirs 
is a state blest by nafure with an 
utequalled climate and abounding in 
immeasurable natural resources which 
only await the application of the nec- 
essiry labor and capital for their 
development. The construction of this 
railroad, which completion we are 
today celebrating, attests the faith 
of those controlling vast wealth and 
those having only a small sum to 
invest in the state of Florida. The 
completion of this road is another 
step in the solution of the state’s 
transportation problem. The fruits 
of the groves and the vegetables of the 
farm in the section which this road 
traverses will find a ready market 
and the fruit growers and truckers 
will be enriched thereby. 

Congratulates Warfield. 

“Finally, I wish to congratulate 
l’resident Warfield, his associates on 
the executive board, other officials 
who assisted him, his engineers, the 
laborers who performed the manual 
work, and every one who had any 
part, large or small, in the confple- 
tion of this road, upon the wonder- 
ful achievement. 

“Our state is growing at a rapid rate. 
I have now been in the governor’s 
office less than three weeks and I 
have been amazed at the large amount 
of state business transacted in that of- 
fice. I am not exaggerating when I 
state that I have averaged daily af- 
fixing my signature to 25 charters of 
corporations getting ready to do busi- 
ness in Flurida. I am advised by the 
secretary of state that his office is 
far behind in the preparation of these 
charters, so great has been the num- 
ber. In fact, it was necessary to em- 
ploy two additional clerks to expedite 
the getting out of these documents. 
I doubt if there is a state in the 
union that can equal this record, 
which indicates unmistakably that we 
have entered upon an era of great 
development and prosperity and that 
those having capital and seeking in- 
vestments consider that Florida of- 
fers the best opportunity. Therefore, 
let all civic and commercial organiza- 
tions and individuals work together 
to the end that we may build a com- 
monwealth worthy of the best thought 
and the highest aspirations of a free 
people. Let us promote education, 
build good roads and do any and al) 
things that are worthy and that will 
make our whole state happy and 
prosperous.” 


Address of Warfield. 

S. Davies Warfield, president of the 
Seaboard Air Line railway, respond- 
ed as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Governor Martin, 
Our Guests and Friends: 

“Florida’s reception today of the 
Seaboard Air Line railway and our 
guests recalls to my mind the welcome 
extended 24 years ago when the first 
train of the Seaboard Air Line en- 
tered and passed through the state 
of Florida te Tampa. At that time 
Tampa was the terminus of the new 
trunk line system which was added 
te the transportation facilities of this 
state and the southern country. Hav- 
ing just un a financial career. I 
helped to organize and finance this 
undertaking. 
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is Tampa?’. to which Mr. Plant re- 
plied, “Just follow the crowd.” So, 
today, in constructive railroad de- 
velopment and _ service, I say: 
“Just follow the crowd.” If you do, 
you must “Follow the Seaboard.” 


Parallel. 

“The ovation given the “Orange 
Blossom Special” by the people of 
Florida in commemorating the pa» 
sage of the first train that connects 
today the two coasts of Florida and 
both coasts with points cast and west, 
is without pa The special is 
in four sections, carrying nearly 500 
guests. One section from New York, 
with guests from the east; one frem 
Washington, with those from the 
west; oné from St. Petersburg, Tam- 

and the west coast; and one from 

est Palm Beach, Palm Beach and 
the east coast. We meet here in the 
center of the new line and of the 
state, carried over the first hundred 
pound rail laid in Florida. 

Back in 1915, I dreamed of a great- 
er Seaboard system, which would tie 
together by short line connection the 
two wonderful coasts of this state 
and both coasts with points east and 
west; a constructive work in the in- 
terest of no section but for all Florida 
with Florida for all. The war came 
along, the realization was delayed. 
Today, notwithstanding the Vicissi- 
tudes, discouragements, seemingly im- 
passable barriers.erected in a few 
directions, we are here in Sebring 
and we are going across the state. 

Fortunate to Be There. 

“As for myself, I am fortunate in 
being here at all. Officials connected 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion believed the commerce act had 
been disobeyed in beginning the con- 
struction of the new line before we 
had the commission’s approval, which 
was not given until August—five short 
months ago. The penalty is imprison- 
ment. If it was wrong to cause to 
be advanced large sums of money for 
preliminary work several months prior 
to its approval by the commission, but 
within the law as I saw it, I plead 
guilty. After extensive investigation 
it was found I might be permitted to 
still run at large. 

‘A word as to our guests. We bring 
today to Florida the largest number 
of important men in the front ranks 
of the financial business, mewspaper 
and hotel life of the nation that ever 
came together to visit any state for 
a similar purpose, perhaps for any 
purpose. Our train guests, numbering 
nearly 500, come from 75 cities and 
towns in 20 states. The generous 
aeceptance of the invitation to visit 
this state on this occasion by those 
who come from afar is appreciated by 
us and I am sure by the people of 
Florida. Some have never Visited 
Florida before, many had not seen 
this wonderful ridge and lake section, 
and none have ever before crossed the 
state and its millions of fruitful acres 
by train. 

Anxious to See Florida. 

“Not from a Seaboard or railroad 
standpoint, but as a matter of great 
public interest, I was especially de- 
sirous that these men who represent 
so much that is great in their several 
callings and communities shouid see 


the inducements Florida holds out 
to those seeking investment, a home 
or place to while away hours free 
from their exacting duties. 

“Your excellency may recall at 
one time there was a feeling among 
some that a group of men such as 
are here stood ready to financiaily 
scalp everyone and every interest with 
which they became identified. This 
has disappearell“or fast disappear- 
ing. Without the assistance of men 
such as those on our trains, none of 
us would be here today. You have 
extended to them a right rvyal wel- 
come, on their behalf I thank you 
for it. 

“Now a word respecting the sSea- 
board and the new line. When the 
Seaboard came from federal control, 
43 per centef its freight cara were in 
bad order, only 7 per cent were in 
bad order when turned over; our busi- 
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ness was disrupted, equipment worn | 


out, and immediately after federal 
control we paid out in per diem for 
rental of cars of other roads with 
which to haul the products of cae 
southern country nearly $3,000,000 
per annum. Quick action to right 
this situation was required; advanc- 
ed methods of equipment financing 
were adopted; $20,000,000 was ex- 
pended—per diem nearly extinguished. 
and the Seaboard can say that pro- 
portionately it stands second to ne 
other railroad in the country io the 
character and condition of iis equip- 
ment. I point this out because we 
were just emerging from ‘hese con- 
ditions when this important construe- 
tion was finally taken up. ‘To build 
238 miles of new railroad—the most 
important railroad construction since 
the war and the most rapid I know 
of—now drawing to a close required, 
first, confidence in the Seaboard Air- 
line railway; second, confidence in 
the people of this state and the south- 
ern country traversed by it. 
Publie Interest First. 


“After all, the publie interest should 
be first considered. ‘The owners of 
a public service corporativcn are best 
served when its affairs are conductad 
in first serving the public demand up- 
on it. The completion of the new 
extension and cutoffs will bring the 
two coasts of Florida within a few 
hours ride—185 miles—and througn 
main line connections the Seaboard 
becomes the only through line tu the 
east coast ‘of Florida over its own 
rails (south of Richmond) with 
through line connections from points 
east and west.

“The Seaboard this year estalishea 
another all-the-year-around day limit- 
ed train to the same points with the 
other train, constituting the only 
all-the-year-around limited train serv- 
ice between these cities. 

“The Seaboard established the firs 
dining car service between Jackson- 
ville and the west coast of Florida. 

“The Seaboard in connection with 
the Southern railway ran the first 
throngh sleepers from the wesz to 
Florida points south of Jacksonville. 

“The Seaboard in connection with 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad es- 
tablished the first limited train serv- 
ice through western florida. 

Lair 100-Pound Rails. 

“As stated, the Seaboard has laid 
on the new cross-state short line and 
through line the first 100-pound rail 
laid in the state of Florida, and to- 
day establishes the first through-line 
service to both coasts of Florida and 
from coast to coast. 

“Our time is too limited to say all 
T should like to say. As a southern- 
born man it is gratifying to believe 
that we have the good-will of the peo- 
ple of the entire southern country. 

“The added cost of 100-pound rail 
used in this construction was thought 
unnecessary, but no mistake was made 
in giving this territory the best that 
is in us. The new railroad is cost- 
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Only One-Fourth 

“Governor Martin, of the 35,000,000 
acres of land making up your state, 
with 22,000,000 develop- 
ment, only 
Think of it! 
complished, less than one-tenth pro- 
ducing. 

“Allow me a word as to the future 
of your state. Fiorida’s public men, 
your senators and representatives ip 
congress, are concerned in what will 
accelerate or retard their state’s de 
velopment. The next congress will 
consider whether the government's pol- 
icy respecting transportation will be 
to favor the enfo consolidation of 
all the railroads into a few very large 
systems. Florida’s representatives 
will be called upon to deal with this 
important question, they will doubt- 
less carefully watch the proceedings 
to reach a decision as to the effect of 
this policy upon the state of Florida. 


Policies of Railroads. 

“Understand me, I am not oppos- 
ing legitimate and proper consolida- 
tions of the railroads made permissive 
with the commission’s approval and 
along the lines of the natural flow of 
traffic. I do not believe in a policy 
which would seek to force all the rautl- 
roads into great aggregations of mile- 
age that will limit healthy and reason- 
able competitive service. This situa- 
tion demands careful and skillful in- 
vestization of the effect of such a 
policy upon the future development 
of the territories in which each rail- 


rroad operates. 


“Our country, second to no other in 
resources, hae reached its present po- 
sition in the financial and commercigl 
world largely throngh development by 
railrcads. This was because those 
who were responsible for them were 
able to reach ont into virgin unoccu- 
pied territory in the spirit of the 
pioneer. It was in this epirit that 
the undertaking in this state now 
drawing to euccessful conclusion was 
becnn. It could not have been con- 
summated unless there was sufficient 
latitude to give full play to initiative. 

“The entire southern country, with 
its tremendous acreage of undeveloped 
territory, is greatly interested here. 
Foree all these railroads together, 
hamstring reasonable competitive serv- 
ice, who or what agency is to press 
forward the working out of the des- 
tiny of your state? 

“Returning fo the new railroad, 
within a few miles from here you pass 
ever a 37-mile tangent and another 
57 miles straight. The entire line 
has 3-10 of one per cent maximtim 
grade, less than two degrees curva- 
ture. 

“About 25 miles below Sebring, the 
trains will pass for 27 miles through 
the lands—160.000 acres—purchased 
by the Land Company of Florida, a 
company we organized for develop- 
ing these lands. I know of no other 
railroad that acquired property along 
its route in order that those who pur- 
chased the securities used to build it 
would participate in the increased 
value of the territory their money 
would develop. Profits that may 
arise through this development partly 
go to those who purchased the bon/s 
of this now extension and part to the 
Seaboard Air Line railway. No of- 
ficial of the Seaboard has any finan- 
cial interest in it. It seemed to me 
that we could here serve a double pur- 
pose—build the railroad in the inter- 
est of all. at the same time assist in 
the development of the territory 
through which it passes. 

“In conclusion. let me say that the 
Seaboard Air Line railway has an 
organization, vice presidents and 
other officials, unexcelled by any 
railroads. It is largely due to the 
loyalty of these officials and of our 
men that the Seaboard has reached 
the position it occupies in this state 
and in the railroad world. The rapid- 
ity with which this construction has 
proceeded has been largely due to 
the energy of W. Roscoe Bonsal, 
the contractor, and his organization. 

“If I have overstayed my time, 1 
am sure on this particular occasion 
you will forgive me.”

If 
the engineers at Benning undertake 
the placing of the bridge at Bainbridge, 
the material probably will be con- 
veyed down the Chattahoochee river on 
a government boat. 
HEAVY LOSSES 
IN WATER’S WAKE. 
Albany, Ga., January 25.—(Spe- 
cial).—With the waters of Flint 
river and its tributaries grudgingly re- 
ceding from the worst flood in the 
history of this section, flood sufferers 
are taking stock of their losses and 
preparing to wash off the mud as soon 
as the waters permit, 
The losses in southwest Georgia will 
run into many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. uch of the burden will 
fall on railroads and county govern- 
ments, with municipalities also rather 
hard hit. But individuals and cor- 
porations have not escaped, and many 
of the flood victims have had their 
all swept way. 
The flood was at its worst in the 
lower section of the Flint river valley, 
and the farther southward it moved 
the higher was its crest lifted by tor- 
rential rains, which covered the en- 
tire state. At Albany, the river rose 
five feet above the former high rec- 
ord, which had stood-for more than 
20 years, but at Newton, 22 miles 
farther down by the highway, bat 
more than 60 miles by the river, the 
high water marks of former floods 
were passed by between seven and 
eight feet, according to those at New- 
ton who are familiar with the river's 
flood history. 

Newton Desolated. 
As the story of what hapened at 


out of the experiences of many flood 
victims, it is realized that rarely, if 
ever in the history of Georgia floods, 
has a town been so devasted. New- 
ton is one of the oldest towns in this 
section, though it has no railroad. It 
is built around a town square, in the 
center of which stands the Baker 
eounty court house. It is on the west 
bank of the river, and just above 
it Cooleewahee creek empties into 
the larger stream. It has suffer- 
ed considerable damage from former 
floods, but none of its people dreamed 
that such a disaster as has just over- 
whelmed them was possible. 

It was last Monday that the rapidly 
rising river and creek gave the littie 
town of 400 people warning of what 
was coming. Water began pouring 
through the lower streets, and there 
Was menace in its swiftaess. When 
it reached the edge of the equare, 
hurried preparations for flight were 
made. The merchants began piling 
perishable goods on counters and 
shelves, and in dwellings simiJar pre- 
cautions were taken. But there 
was not sufficient time for cumplet- 
ing these measures of aafely, for the 
waters were steadily encroaching. 

By Monday night practically the 
entire population of the town had 
fled. Some went to friends in Uamil- 
la, the road being open ou the east. 
Others found refuge in the homes of 
farmers nearby. ‘Two famities, those 
of the sheriff and the postamster, re- 
mained in the second ‘loor of the 
courthouse till morning, when they 
too fled in boats. 

Flood’s Destructive Work.

When one of the brick walls of the 
warehouse of R. L. & W. IL Hall 
collapsed, thousands ef doiiars worth 
of cottonseed, peanuts and cotton 
were washed out. Water stood eiglit 
feet deep on the highest point in the 
square. At late as Thursday after- 
noon the waters continued to rise, 
and they had gone down but a few 
inches the next day. 

Heartbreaking Task. 
Newton has been hard hit. before 
by fire and flood, but never has such 
a disaster as the present one over- 
whelmed it. The people are staz- 
gered by their misfortune, but they 
say that as soon as they can get back 
to their stores and shops and homes, 
they propose to salvage what they 
ean from the wreck and make a fresh 
start. They do not believe another 
such flood will be experienced in the 
lifetime of the present generation, and 
they are not going to play the baby 
act because this one has devastated it. 
During the flood that is now reced- 
ing all tributaries of the Flint have 
risen with it, and for days the whole 
face yf the earth wae covered with 
water. The main highways were im- 
passable, and there were many bad 
washouts. Many bridges and ap- 
troacies are gone, including the 
waxon bridge over the river at Bain- 
bridge. 
Albany Hard Hit. 

Albany was hard hit by the flood 
One of the hydroelectric plants of the 
Georgia-Alabama Power company was 
flooded, and the basement of the oth- 
er is full of water. In the river plant 
the water, fortunately, failed to reach 
the generators. The river was pre- 
vented from breaking around the east 
end of the power dam only by day 
and night work which lasted for days, 
thousands of bags of sand béing used. 
Only steam plants throughout this 
section are delivering power, and it 
will probably be several weeks before 
normal conditions can be restored. Al- 
bany will be without gas for several 
davs longer, and a number of local 
industries will have to wash and 
scrape tons of mud out of their 
plants before they can operate again. 
The Georgia Normal and Agricultural 
‘school. all of whose buildings were 
flooded, will be unable to resume work 
before the middle of February, the en- 
tire student body having been dis- 
missed till further aotice. 


BRUNSWICK-DARIEN 
ROAD BELIEVED SAVED. 
Brunswick, Ga., January 25.—The 
automobile highwav between Brons- 
wick and Darien, threatened all night 
and all today by onrushing waters 
of the Altamaha river, which as 
flooded everything between Town- 
send and the mouth of the river, has 
been saved, it ig believed, due to the 
quick and successful work of thie 
state highway department, which, 
when warned of the danger Friday, 
put a force to work on the highway 
and maintained it throughout the 


night,

there has not been a serious washout, 
and automobile traffic was moving 
over it Saturday afternoon.

Birmingham, Ala., January 25.— 
The trial of Dr. George T. Edwards, 
Fairfield physician, charged with slay- 
ing his wife on December 2, is sched- 
uled to open in circuit court at Bes- 
semer tomorrow.

At a meeting of a number of 
manufacturers and merchants at the 
chamber of commerce Friday a con- 
certed movement was begun to hold 
in Atlanta at an early date an audi- 
torium and show window exposition 
of “made-in-Atlanta” products.

REAFFIRMS VIEWS. 

In an address at the white house 
delivered before the delegates of 4 
national conference on the causes 
and cure of war, Saturday, President 
Coolidge reaffirmed in no uncer- 
‘tain terms the administration’s posi- 
tion in favor of America’s participa- 
tion in the world court. 

This is significant in_ view of the 
recent attacks of the old irrecon- 
cilable group in the senate on the 
Paris protocol, by which America’s 
claims against Germany are to be 
paid, and against the Dawes repara- 
tion plan in particular. And again 
because of recent changes in the 
‘state department and in the London 
diplomatic post. 

Rumors have been rife that Presi- 
dent Coolidge after March 4 would 
take formal charge of foreign rela- 
tions, and that he would feel an in- 
dependence he does not feel as the 
legatee of the Harding administra- 
tion. Indeed the rumors have been 
that he might be more sympathetic 
to the isolation viewpoint. 

All of these speaulations, however, 
have been set aside by the presi- 
dent’s own words, reaffirming full 
strength in world court participation. 

Among other things, he said; 


“IT believe that, just as the arma-

ment conference was a timely and 
convincing cooperation on the politi- 
cal side, so the Dawes rlan was a 
similarly timely and effective effort 
for rehabilitation on the economic 
side. 

“I believe that the next step which 

we may well take is by way of par- 
ticipation in the permanent court of 
internationai justice. I believe that 
with our adherence to that tribunal, 
for which I earnestly hope, it will 
become one medium in which may 
gradually be precipitated and crys- 
tallized a body of international law 
and procedure which, by avoiding the 
dangers that would attend the es- 
tablishment of a _ supergovernment, 
will ultimately command the respect 
and approbation of the world’s public 
opinion and the cooperation of the 
nations. 

“T am convinced that if our civiliza- 
tion ie worthy of its name then phys- 
ical force is not the only authority 
which may enforce an anti-war pol- 
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been beyond his reach.

On this page is a communication 
from L. B. Robeson, prominent 
Cobb county breeder of pure-bred 
poultry, regarding a quarantine ex- 
isting in the southeastern states, one 
against the other, that is apparently 
entirely unnecessary, and is excep- 
tionally injurious to breeders at a 
season when they can be injured 
most. The correspondent also en- 
dorses a letter written to Dr. Bahn- 
sen on the subject, which is of strong 
relating interest. 


Department of Agriculture has made 
full investigations and found that 
the European foul pest is confined 
entirely to the states in the north- 
east. It has, therefore, made the 
Suggestion that states not affected 
could safely resume shipments of 
live poultry among themselves, quar- 
antining only against the infected 
States. 

Then, why is this not done? Why 
Should breeders in Georgia, which 
is not infected, be restrained from 
shipping their fowls into a state that 
is not infected, and particularly so 
if they have been properly inspected 
and certified ? 

For the next two months the 
breeders of fancy poultry must do 
the volume of their year’s business. 
They sell breeding stock all over the 
country. To be compelled to sell 
their fancy fowls, grown under ex- 
pensive conditions, for common 
market stock would mean enormous 
losses. 

The interest is a big one in Geor- 
gia, and throughout the southeast. 
Unless there is an unimpeachable 
reason why this interest should be 
penalized because of the pest in the 
northeast the present embargo 
Should be removed and that at once.

France’s Appeal for Understanding

Now there are two ways to do this. 
One was tried by Premier Poincare; 
the other is being tried by Premier 
Herriot. The Poincare method is 
the old historic reliance upon force. 
A. substitute for American participa- 
tion in Europe is sought in treaties 
with European states more or less de- 
pendent upon France and in the 
French military predominance culmi- 
nating in the occupation of the Ruhr. 

On the 11th of May last. the mis- 
take was rectified by the election which 
overthrew Monsieur Poincare and 
brought Monsieur Herriot to power.

The money 
spent by France in America after we 
went to war in so far as it was spent 
for actually waging the war, was a 
part of our own military effort. If 
French soldiers before our troops were 
in the trenches, but after we declared 
war, shot away munitions manufac- 
tured here, it is only a quibble to say 
that it is their munitions rather than 
ours, if, by their use, our boys were 
given an additional protection against 
German guns. In short, the money ac- 
tually spent by the allies upon the 
reak prosecution of the war after Amer- 
ica went in should be a debt pooled

Are You a Vagotonic? 


This is the continuation of our 
talk about mucous colitis, otherwise 
called mucous colic and myxonerurvusis 
intestinalis. Last time we dragged in 
the whole inside nervous system, you 
have probably forgotten by this time. 


organs and bodily functions are un- 


antagonistic nervuus mechanisms, the 
sympathetic and the autonomic, which 
are independent of the spinal nervous 
system and practically beyond any in- 
fluence which may be produced 
through the spine or its nerve con- 
nections. And we wound up by ob- 
serving that the perfect. balance of 
these two antagonistic nervous me- 
chanisms—the drive of the sympathet- 
ic ahd the iniibition or steadying uc- 
ion of the autonomic—means perfect 
health and blissful unconsciousness of 
one’s innards, but in the myxvuneurotic 
states, the state of the individual with 
mucous colic or any tendency theretu, 
there is generally a preponderance of 
autonomic nervous actiou over sym- 
pathetic action, and such a preponder- 
ance is known to physicians as vago- 
tonia (another name for the utonomic 
nervous system being the vagus sys- 
tem). 

Remember, now, before you start 
trying on any symptoms, that I have 
twice clearly pointed out in this dis- 
cussion the impossibility of drawing 
a sharp line betweeu healta and mucu- 
ous colitis—here is a rather wide bor- 
der land between, and, as I have said, 
most of us roam around more or less 
or now and then in this dim border- 
derland. Vegotonia is a common 
condition, especially among young 
adults. Now then, just how does one 
behave with vagotonia? And if one 
happens to be a vagotonic must one 
necessarily have mucous colic? No, 
no, there are lots of other things a 
vagotonic may have—such as asthma, 
hyperchlorhydria (which means ex- 
cessive secretion of acid in the stom- 
ach) spastic constipation, bradycardia 
(I blush to confess this means slow 
heart action, slow pulse), excessive 
yawning and gaping, Uriah Heep 
hands, big shiny eyes, underweight, 
too much salivary secretion, rough or 
husky voice, and so on—help yourself. 

If one or two of these symptoms 
‘hit your case” it doesn’t mean a 
thing. They hit mine, yet what did 
I tell you about the borderland? But 
if you ve got nearly all of ’em, why, 
maybe you're a sure enough vago- 
tonic and ought to see a doctor about 
it. Not that the doctor can determine 
just where or what the cause of vago- 
tonia may be in a given case; but he 
can accomplish a great deal for the 
vagotonic idividual’s general condi- 
tion by medication directed toward the 
autonomic or sympathetic nervous 
mechanisms. These nervous mecha- 
nisms are readily influenced by the 
intelligent administration of drugs. In- 
deed, the sympathetic part is largely 
controlled by the internal secretions 
(ductless glands). That’s far enough 
for us to go here; Not another word 
or hint will I give. I’ve said enough 
to send you to the proper place for 
treatment, if you think you need 
treatment. 

Vagotonie individuals usually have 
a high sugar tolerance—that is, tuey 
can consume more sugar than a nor- 
mal individual can without resultant 
glycosuria (sugar eliminated in urine). 
There is usually a high acidity noted 
in the urinalysis, and associated with 
that is a certain irritability and fre- 
quency. 

I do not know, but I suspect that 
very small doses of tobacco smoke op- 
pose the vagotonia, whereas what the 
usual tobacco user deems moderate 
smoking (more than twice a day) 
tends to produce vagotonia 


Poultry Embargo Hurting 
Georgia Man Uselessly

is absolutely senseless for the south- 
ern states to quarantine azainst each 
other when no divease exists in any 
of. them. The same is true of practi- 
cally the entire west. The federal 
bureau has given a clean bill of health 
to all except the five states named in 
my letter to Dr. Bahnsen If the 
northeastern section of the country 
were quarantined against strictly, 
the balance of the states could safe 
ly ship among themselves 22 much as 
they pleased. This was the recom- 
mendation of the U. S. vepartment 
of agriculture to Senator Harris. 
There ought to be some way to get 
this straightened out, and do it at 
once. It is absolugely senseless to 
force this embargo on Georgia and 
a lot of other states.

Dear Sir: I was in Ailanta last 
Friday and tried to see you, but you 
were out of town. I talked with a 
gentleman in you: office and gave him 
certain information that 1 had re- 
ceived from Senater Harris and Con- 
gressman Gordon Lee with reference 
to the poultry embargo. I wrote these 
gentlemen and they conferred with 
the U. S. department of agriculture. 

Senator Harris wired me, and has 
since confirmed it, that the U. 8S. bu- 
reau of agriculture had made exhaus- 
tive investigations and found that the 
+-European fowl pest exists only in 
the states of Pennsylvania. New Jer- 
sey, New York, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut, and made the suggestion 
that states not affected could safely 
resume shipping live poultry among 
themselves, quarantinin; crly against 
the infected states. 

I have had to turn down a great 
many orders and have had a great 
many orders canceled because of the 
embargoes. I have lost orders amount- 
ing to more than a thousand dollars 
already because [ could not ship. It 
seems to me thar the southern states 
and most of the western states could 
safely raise the embargo. as far as 
this section is concerned at least, and 
that we ought to be able to ship and 
receive fowls when the shipment is 
accompanied by ua certificate from a 
federal or state inspector. The inspec- 
tor could visit the poultryman’s 
yard and give him a blanket certifi- 
cate that his place was net infected 
and the express company would then 
accept his shipments. 

This baby-chick business does no- 
body any good except the big com- 
mercial hatcheries. The breeders of 
Georgia would greatly appreciate it 
if you would take the lead in this 
matter and get the states in the south 
and southwest, at least, to raise or 
modify their embargoes sn that ship 
ping can be resumed. ‘This applies 
narticularly to those of us who raise 
faney brood stock. If we cannot sell 
our stock between now und the mid: 
dle of Mareh we would either have 
to sell it at common market prices 
or carry it over another year at a 
It would mean financial 
ruin to a number of breeders in Geor- 
sia. I know the breedera will appre- 
ciate anything you can do to give 
them relief.

Villa Acuna, Mexico. January 25. 
We came dcwn to the border last 
night and crossed the Rio Grande—a 
lovely name for an unlovely stream— 
into Mexico. We are headed for-a 
ranch 50 miles away through the cac- 
tus and coyote coantry. 

Villa Acuna is a typical Mexican 
border town—first and last chance 
siloons, back room faro and chuck- 
a-luck games. [here is a sprinkling 
of fugitives from the states, men 
whose faces are pock-marked, scarred 
and hard. 

They tank up on the Sory tequila 
early in the day and by midafter- 
noon they may be seen sprawled out 
along the streets and in back yards. 
Across from where I write is a bar- 
rack filled with tattered Mexican sol- 
diers and their wives who always 
follow them. 

If I were to classify the most dia- 
tinguishable impression of Mexico it 
would be the wunescapable pungent 
odor that assails you. It is compar- 
able somewhat to burning leaves and 
eee you are always conscious 
of it. 

Mexico is like a giant fuse awaiting 
ignition. Custom officials search 
your baggage only for arms and 4.a- 
munition. Even the casual tourist 
is spied upon from his arrival to his 
departure. The espionage after a 
time grows amusing. 

The little boxlike shops for tourists 
are symbolic cf the poverty. Almost 
anyone of them might be stripped co:n- 
pletely of its wares for ten pesos vor 
about $5 in American money. Yet to 
innured are they to deprivation they 
manage to live and rear families. 

The inn—if it mighr be called 
such—where we stopped for lunch: is 
part adobe and part pine board. The 
floor is hard earth and at the single 
table was a blind chicken stfached by 
a string. A tame coyote circles about 
on a rope in the yard

a prisoner through the main street toe 
the town Bevin He was a barefoot 
peon—a e men in high 
peaked, wide-brimmed straw hat and 
pathetically patched “garments. | He 
was a victim of the peons national 
weakness—petty thieving. He 
worked on a ranch for six months, 
quit his job and loitered about for a 
week to-decamp with a 25-foot bit of 
rope. Somehow they do not seem to 
be able to resist taking slong some 
trifle when they decide to move on. 


The Mexican is a shyly curious 
person. I pla a portable type- 
writer on a soap box near a window 
to do a little writing. In a short 
while about a dozen had clotted at 
the window to stare and soon groups 
strolled by from neighboring saloons 
silently to watch. Almost any sort 
of activity offers a relief from the 
chronie boredom that is theirs. 


For the next two days I will he 
completely out of touch with the 
world by telephone, telegraph or mail 
(Voice: Goody, goody!) and wiil 
live in a mud and straw hut and do 
my own cooking. ‘The notes of my 
trip, however, are so arranged for 
release that the next two and final 
articles of the little vacation will ap- 
pear in succession—one on ranch 
life and the other of observations 
along the way to New York. 

T have thoughtfully parked my 
spats, cane and wrist watch and leave 
for the ranch clad in boots, corduroy 
trousers and blue flannel shirt. Some- 
how I don't believe a Mexican ban- 
dit would accept the protest of a man 
in spats very seriously. And I don’t 
jig well to bullets. We are to go 
through a long stretch of desert coun- 
try and I for one am one who can- 
not fathom the—to many—irresistible 
lure of the desert. It might be all

In Georgia? 


News dispatches informed the 
American public not long ago that 
there was an uprising against soviet 
rule in the Republic of Georgia. 
Mention 
manner in which divisions of the red 
army had suppressed the rebellion. 
Figaro, the great Parisian daily, 
— a cartoon showing fields 
xeaped with corpses and bolshevik zwl- 
diers wiping the blood off their bay- 
onets. The Hague Post in Holland 
declared editorially that a new and 
dark stain had been added to the a!- 
ready badly soiled record of the sov- 
iets. But now comes Mr. Purcell of 
the British labor party after a per- 
sonal visit to Georgia with the declara- 
tion that all these reports were false- 
hoods, “the only weapon the capital- 
ist press of the world has against 
soviet Russia.” He found “a flourish- 
ing country with an advancing civili- 
zation” and could nowhere detect the 
least evidence of “the monstrous ter- 
ror, which the British and American 
press had described so vividly that ] 
hardly expected to see one Georgian 
left alive.” Against this statement 
comes a declaration from the Amster- 
dam International that such a_ piec- 
ture as Pureell’s is “inexplicable,” 
winding up with the words: “The at- 
titude of the British delegates ha] 
nothing in common with tact or de- 
cency.” Professor A. <A. Johnson. 
agricultural expert of New York, whi» 
was present in Georgia at the tine 
of the anti-bolshevik uprising and 
the alleged suppression, told this writer 
that he had not been able to discover 
anything beyond a few political gath- 
erings, but had seen no violence. Whio 
is right? What happened there in 
Georgia? Were they having a huge 
picnic, perhaps, and ran into a pre- 
war stock of vodka?

Signor Benito Mussolini has given 
notice to the Italian chamber that he 
will ask for more power to deal witb 
the political situation. As _ things 
stand he has more power even now 
than the king, but he wants more. 
“In the interest of civilization it be- 
comes imperative that I, as the dic- 
tator of Italy, should have absolute 
and unquestioned power to deal with 
the present opposition against us,” he 
said. Those were the kind words the 
members of the Roman senate ex- 
pected from Caesar, when they gath- 
ered for the fatal session and stabbed 
“the divine Julius” before he could 
pronounce the words that would have 
changed the character of the imperial 
republic to an absolute empire; Mus 
solini, with his dramatic speeches, 
with his Napoleonic pose and deman:} 
for absolute power, must at times in- 
spire reasonable citizens of Italy with 
the feeling that it all will end in an 
assumption of the imperial purple by 
the shoemaker’s son. “There must e 
no power in Italy above that of the 
fascists and their duce,” he says. An- 
other Caesarian remark. When Caius 
Julius Caesar on one of his military 
campaigns discussed the question of 
imperial power with his generals, be 
pointed to a little Spanish village in 
the valley. “I would sooner be first 
man in that village than second in 
Rome.” With Mussolini also it begin< 
‘to look like: “Aut Caesar. aut nul- 
lus.”

years of the reign of Czar Alexander 
ll, and which ultimately led to the 
assassination of Alexander, ig reviving 
the turbulent history of those days 
with his testimony before the cheka 
in Moscow. During the trial he re- 
ferred frequently to Prince Kropotkin, 
the noted essayist, to Breshka anid 
Bakunin. It will be recalled that 
Alexander II was the czar who signed 
the manifesto in 1861 granting free- 
dom to the serfs. With this act Alex- 
ander became almost a demigod to hia 
millions of subjects. But the illusion 
of democracy was short-lived for 
Alexander did not relent against the 
liberals and democrats. The  besxc 
minds of Russia were exiled, thrown 
in prison or executed. The movement 
was then not communistic, though it 
was revolutionary. With rapid suc- 
cession attempts were made in thoxe 
days on the lives of the German em- 
peror, the king of Italy and the kinz 
of Spain. The Russian government 
decided along with the other govern- 
ments of Europe that the blame for 
these terrorist activities emanate: 
from the Russian colonies of exiles. 
An era of oppression, unheard of even 
in Russia, was started by Alexander. 
But the revolutionaries retaliated. A 
number of the bureaucrats were diz 
patched by bombs. Three or four at- 
tempts were made on the czar, but 
they failed. Finally Okladski and iis 
ussociates threw a bomb at the czar's 
carriage. Jt killed. a Cossack officer. 
Alexander stepped from his carriaze 
to speak to the dying Cossack, when 
a second homb was hurled, which 
shattered the czar’s body so severely 
that he had to be picked up on a 
blanket. He died a few hours after- 
wards, This is the history that is be- 
ing revived. The bolsheviks had no 
part in the terrorism of 1881, thev 
had not come into existence. The 
revolutionaries of those days were 
mostly young liberals of aristocratic 
families.

OYSTER GERM SCARE 


Chicago, January 25.—Reasons why 
health officials here’ pointed an ac- 
cusing finger at the oyster when a 
typhoid epidemic became apparent at 
the beginning of last month were out- 
lined today by Dr. Herman N. Bun- 
desen, commissioner of health, in his 


“The increase in typhoid cases be- 
gan November 30 and abated early 
in January,” he stated, “In all, 125 
cases and 20 deaths were reported . . 
about four times as many as would 
have been expected under normal con- 
ditions during that period of time.” 
He said the number of cases also in- 
creased in New York and other cities. 
indicating a common source of in- 
fection. 

After considering the more usual 
sources of the disease the health ex- 
perts eliminated all et oysters and 
one or two fresh vegetables, the re- 
port said. 

The report stated that “about three- 
quarters of the patients reported they 
had eaten raw oysters ahout two 
weeks before they became sick.” and 
the “number who ate raw cystéers was 
almost exactly equal to the number 
of cases reported in excess of the nor- 
mal expectancy for that season of 
the year.” Warning against consump- 
tion of raw ovsters. was given De- 
cember 9. and investigators were sent 
to the Atlantic coast oyster fields. 
These investigators found sn increase 
of typhoid cases in the region where 
the beds supplying Chicago are locat- 
ed, and discovered that two oyster 
workers with typhoid fever had pass- 

1 daily over oyster beds during the 
Meriod of incubation, the report said. 
Investigation in this field still is 
under way, but the report stated that 
“the shipper from whom most of the 
oysters had come which has been 
eaten hy Chicago typhoid fever pa- 
tients conducts one of the highest 
grade plants in the industry.” 

Durine the last week, the report 
stated. the number of cases has been 
less than normal.

Washington, January 25.—More 
money was loaned abroad by American 
investors and institutions during 1924 
than in any previous period outside of | 
war years. 

The commerce department reported 
today that tabulations by the finance 
and investment division, placed the 
total of foreign securities publicly of- 
fered in the United States for the year 
at $1.208.488,304. as compared with 
$538,315.500 in 1923, and $841.385.- 
000 in 1922. 

More than a billion dollars out of 
the 1924 total went to foreign govern- 
ments, national, provincial or munici- 
pal, while $132,902,500 was borrowed 
by corporations on their own bond is- 


sues. Enrope was by the far the lar- 
gest borrower, taking $567,770,000 of 
the total, while Canada and Newfound- 
land teok $244,295,844.

Friend of Hoboes, Resigns

Chicago, January 25.—The Rev. 
Thornton A. Mills, modernist clergy- 
man and war-time army major who 
threw open the doors of his church 
to the hoboes, radicals and intellec- 
tuals of Chicago’s Boheniia, has re- 
signed from the pulpit ef the once 
exclusive and fashionable New Eng- 
land Congregational Church. He was 
too modern for the church trustees. 

His resignation, read at morning 
services Sunday, follows a long strug- 
gle by the trustees to persuade Mills 
to cease his modernist declarations 
and expressions of radical sentiment. 
Mills had refused to accept the story 
of the creation of the world as told 
in the book of Genesis, expressed 
doubt of the existence of Adam and 
Eve, and, by dramatization of ‘re- 
ligion, attracted to the church a large 
following of “intelligentisia.” 

The trustees, who had contributed 
large sums to the church, and who 
had known the New England Church 
in the days when it was attended by 
many of the best families in Chicago, 
objected both to his creed and to the 
new church members. It is under- 
stood that at their recent meetings, 
flat demands were made that Mills 
resizis. 

Chicago has its Montparnasse, its 
Soho and Chelsea.

ARM MASSAGE. 


Massage is invaluable not only in 
improving the shape of the arms put 
also the texture of the skin. In a 
country like ours of well heated 
houses, evening gowns, sleeveless neg- 
ligees or ones with mere wisps of chif- 
fon hanging from the shoulders, the 
arms show even though the uewest 
styles do not give us sleeves to the 
wrist on daytime frocks.

hen visitors called to express con- 

lences. 

“People should begin to realize that 
this is not a question of racial or re- 
_ligious prejudice, but a question of 

ht and wrong,” Mrs. Young told re- 
porters. 


Played Game Square. 

“What have I done that J should be 
blinded and widowed in this way? 
He gr beg the game square in Herrin, 
from the very start, I know, because 
i was with him every. hour. 

“Mr. Young came to Herrin to aid 
in a clean-up crusade. He has been 
called a gunman. The first time. 
since he came to Herrin, that he fir: 
a shot was Saturday night when his 
body was already riddled with bullets. 
He had said to me: ‘Any fool can go 
out and kill people. but I will clean 
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| up Williamson county without a sher.’ 
And he stuck to his resolve until he 
was dying. 

Mr. Young was killed by a bullet 
that entered his heart from the back. 
Some one behind him fired taat shot, 
not Thomas, who had airsady fired 
twice upon him. There will be wit- 
nesses at the inquest wi.) will testify 
to thia« fact. 

Claims Husband Tricke‘. 

“And they will testify, truthfully, 
that my husband was tricked into 
enreging the Canary cigar store. That 
someone fired a shot while he wus 
talking in a restaurant a block and 
a half from the scene of his murder. 
He walked out to investigate, turned 
ithe corner and came to the cigar stere. 
| “There they opened fire upon him. 
Then he fired his first shot since he 
came to Herrin, at his murderer. 

“Mr. Young had no religious preju- 
dice or racia] hatreds of any kind. 
He loved me, he loved our tittle 25- 
months’-old boy, Bobby. He hated 
nothing but the wrong, and he always 
strove to uphold the right. 

“He has refused countless offers of 
money to betray the cause for which 
he worked. offets of bribes that have 
been made in my presence, 


Who Enemies Were. 

“Those who knew him in Herrin 
loved him. His only enemies were 
those who refused to accept the re- 
sponsibility of decent citizenship, 
those whose aim was to evade the 
laws that he upheld. 


“And now they have killed my hus- 
pand. But the work which he had 
begun will and must go on. It was 
his life. It resulted in his death. It 


can not have been in vain.’

1924 AUTO PRODUCTION 
TUMBLES BELOW 1973 


Washinzton, January 25.—Automo- 
bile production in the United States 
and Canada took a slight drop in 1924 
from the high figures in 1923, accord- 
ing to statistics announced by the de- 
partment of commerce, 

During the last year 3,261,632 pas- 
senger cars and 375,396 trucks were 
manufactured in the two countries. 
Although these figures are not strictly 
comparable with the 1923 statistics 
available, as Canadian figures were 
not included at that time, a com- 
parison may be drawn between the 
two years from the following figures 

1923. 1924. 
Passenger cars ..3,637,216 3,202,059 
Trucks 376,444 362,057 

During the first few months of last 
year, production was greater than in

The treaty is the result of the 18 
months’ .work on the part of the 
eight commissioners appointed by the 
governors of the three states.
